THE HONGKONG TYPHOON. 


Admiral Moore’s Sympathy.

So many naval officers, shipmastare and 
other friends have applied to the Obsorva- 
tory for information respecting the divas- 
trous typhoon of the 18th, thit we feol 
wa meet a general desire in publishing st 
onco the following notes, though they must 
nocesssrily bo very imperfect avd will havo 
to he completed, and perhaps corrected, 
whon the observations and documenta ars at 
hand, which we hope to recoive as usual! hy 
the kindness of our navigating frianda. 

The storm sas a typhoon, with 5 narrow 
diameter, but regularly shayod ; aomawhat 
of the typo of the ona whioh took the “ast 
between Amoy and Swatew, during the 
night rf tho Och instant, 

Tho firw signe of the now disturbance 
were once more given hy the Japanese 
observations in the islands B. of Formeas, 
the importance of which cannot be over 
estimated. With these, and the telegrams 
from Formosa, we wore enabled ‘0 send tho 
firat warning ; ‘Typhoon Sonth of Maiaco 
Sima” to put abija leaving for the South 
upon their guard. This var cabled ty the 
Uhins Coast Semaphores, on Saturday Ph 
at 12.40 at, 

The direction of the certra could not yot be 
surmised, The bulletia printad the follow. 
Ing day, the 16th, noted that tha movement 
wes bringing the centrn towards the S. end 
of Formoes, At tha 8. Cape, the N, brooze 
bad freshened to ferea @, and aN. gale, 
foroa R, was netting in at the Pescadares, 
Abrut neon a new rignal wun cont cut tall 
ing that the cyclone wea nearing the F 
chores of the Taland, with a slow motion, 

All the stations neem to have been too far 
from the central vortax to deternine more 
accurately ita direction, though it was cloar- 
ly moving towards F ormoaa and Chins. In 
the pfternron we had to forecast rongh 
weather in the Shannel, vith strong N. 
winds along the eeact, N of it upto the 
Chusan. 

Tho worst af the eyoleng was not in the 
centre of the isubare, which are shown 
surrounding Forpiosa, on the Sicawel daily 
charta, but ity the dou'herm most part, near 
the Bashoa Chennel It mov be thet tho 
violent vortoe waa Formed not far from 
Formosa, 

Two points seama quite clear; First 
that tho vortex, hile advancing Westward, 
wan deepening more and moro; in- 
deed, though it did not paus so far from the 
S. Cape aa from, the Pescadores, yet the 
fall of the glass at Hoku (Pescadores) 
was heavier than at the other station 
(Koshus). The next day, still at Swntow, 
the minimum woes lower, though at still 
great distance, Tho aecond remark is that 
the storm which first travelled to W.N.W., 
(roughly seems to have doflected little by 
fittle to W. or poasibly W. .W, 96 
it approached the Qhina coast, The 
reason may have beon the high readings then 
prevailing in Siberia and Monzolin which 
wero progressively encroaching uver the 
Yangtze Valley. From the 15th to the 16th 
the barometers had risen form 80.24 to 30.36 
at Troizkossavek (S. of Lake Baikal) 
As aconsequence, the pressure want up 
fiom the 16th to the 17th, from 29,76 to 
30. 04 at Shanghai, and to 30.00 at Han- 
kow and Tchand. ‘This served to make the 
gradient steeper and to increase the violence 
of the, vortex. : 

As far ns can bo seen, from the curves, 
traced with the tri-daily observation recgiv- 
od from Formosa, tho ‘centre passed on tho 
16th, about 9a,m., off tho 8. Cape, and 
about. 3 p.m., 8. of the Pescadorer, 
where a heavy N.W. gale was felt at 1 pm.

Burgess, “the Yorkshireman frum Paris,” 
and Horace Mow the captain of the Shank!- 
in Rowing and Swimming Club, endeavour- 
ed to equal Captain Webb's gicat perform. 
ance. low, after ewimming magniticontly 
for eix and a half hours, had to give up but 
Bargess swam on. In less than four hours 
he was six miles out in the Channel from 
tho South Foreland. Here an unusual 
occurrence happened. Suddenly Burgess, 
although awimming strongly, was seen to 
waking no progress, avd it wa soon after- 
wards found that he had encountered a 
eurrent (unknown to the seamen) which ret 
him back strongly towards tho Erglish 
shore. Burgess hit upon a novel proposal. 
He said it wos an impossibility under the 
eircamstanees to reach France, even in 
twenty-four hours, adding: ‘If I can’t 
get to France I will swim back to England.” 
So, bravely -turning back after six hours in 
the water. Burgees swam on cheerfally, 
and reached Dover amid the piaudite of his 
admirers, In his double swim Burgess 
covered twenty-five miles.
